HILE the Russians continue 

their filght before the Ger- 

mans in the region of Riga, 
the Italians, after a few days of 
comparative idleness, again have 
started their great offensive against 
the Austrians on the Bainsizza pla- 
teau and to the northeast of Gorizia, 
says the review of the war by the 
Associated Press for the last twenty- 
four hours. 

In the south, however, the Aus- 
trians at one place momentarily 
forced the Italians to cede territory. 
A counter-attack by the Italians not 
alone retrieved the lost position, but 
resulted in the capture of more than 
400 prisoners. 

On the Bainsizza piateau north- 
east of Gorizia the_Italians have 
made further gains, capturing an 
important. Austrian position near 
Ocroglo. No cantirmation is at hand 
of the reported capture by the Ital- 
jans of Monte San Gabriele, the last 
dominating position held by the 
Austrians north of Gorizia. Nearly 
1700 men have been captured by the

AGAIN BOMB POLA. 


Again the Italians have sent their 
airmen over Pola, the Austrian na- 
val base in the Adriatic, dropping 
bombs, the explosions of which have 
added materially to the damage done 
in previous raide. 

In the region of Riga the Russians 
are retiring eastward and northeast 
all along the line, pursued by the 
Germans. The army which evacu- 
ated Riga has crossed the Aa River 
in Livonia, while the army from the 
Uxkull region is astride the Riga- 
Pskov-Petrograd railroad.

ON WESTERN FRONT. 
The operations on the western 


front in Belgium and France con- 
tinue to be carried out mainly by 
the opposing artilleries, although the 
British are still making trench-raid- 
ing excursions or warding off small 
enemy attacks. Two rather strong 
attacks against the French front on 
the Californie plateau on the Aisne 
front were repulsed by Gen. Petain's 
forces. 

Reciprocal air raids continue to 
be carried out by British, French 
and German airmen at points far be- 
hind the fighting line. German avia- 
tors have dropped bombs on French 
hospitals in the region of Verdun. 
Eleven persons were killed and six- 
ty-two injured in Tuesday night's 
aerial attack by the Germans on the 
southeastern English coast. 

Twenty British vessels of more 
than 1600 tons and three of less ton- 
nage were sunk by mines or subma- 
rines last week, as compared, repec- 
tively, with eighteen and five’ the 
previous week.

instances arrested officials of the organizations. — 

In Chicago, Federal agents took possession of the national 
headquarters of the Socialist party and a warrant authorizing the 
seizure of its documents was served upon its counsel. 

SEIZURE OF DOCUMENTS. 
The seizure of documents was carried out in accordance with 


1a plan perfected here by Wiliam C. Fite Assistant Attorney- 
General, working under the direction of the Attorney-General. A 


statement issued by the Department of Justice announced that the 
seizure of the papers was made in connection with a Federal 
grand jury investigation of the Industrial Workers of the World 
now proceeding at Chicago.

by the President to investigate the labor situation in the West. 
Judge Covington has completed his investigation, which lasted 
several weeks and took him to the Pacific Coast, and probably 
will report personally to President Wilson tomorrow. 

MARSHALS ACT TOGETHER. 

Whether the concerted action of marshals throughout the 
country was in ahy way related to Judge Covington's investiga- 
tion was not disclosed. It is known, however, that Judge Cov- 
ington made .a special study of the activities of the Industrial 
Workers of the World. It was shortly after he reached the North- 
west that twenty-seven leaders of the organization were arrested 
by Idaho National Guardsmen, the day before the time set for a 
general strike in Washington, Oregon, Montana and Idaho. 

The charges against leaders of the organization under arrest, 
or whose arrest is contemplated, were not made public here. 

It was said. at the Department of Justice that these would 
have to be determined by the grand jury investigating the or- 


ganization. 
QUESTION OF INDICTMENTS.- 

Officials also declined to state if indictments had been found 
by grand juries in Chicago or elsewhere against Industrial Work- 
ers of the World leaders. It was intimated, however, that the 
investigation had only begun.

For many weeks past the activities of Industrial Workers of 
the World leaders have been under close scrutiny of the depart- 
ment’s bureau of investigation. Scores of field workers, chiefly 
in the West and Middle West, have devoted their undivided atten- 
tion to alleged attempts on the part of leaders to embarrass the 
turbances called in the name of labor. | 

NOT A LABOR MOVEMENT. 

These activities have never been regarded here as a labor 
movement. They have been held to be political and, in some 
instances, conducted with a view solely to hinder and hamper the 
government in exercising its full strength in carrying on the war. 

Charges of many complexions have been received by the 
department in connection with the organization's activities. Re- 
cently it was charged that included in the ranks of the Industrial 
Workers of the World were many Austrians who have been active 
in stirring up strife intended to hamper American industries, 
doing work handled by Germans before the United States de- 
clared a state of war existing with Germany. 

Continued investigation has failed, it is understood, to con- 
nect these activities with German money. The department has 
determined the principal reservoirs of German funds in this coun- 
try, and, it is reported, has not connected them with recent dis- 
orders in the West and Southwest. 

Local United States attorneys have reported many instances 
of a suspicious nature in connection with alleged labor troubles, 
however, and these have been the subject of departmental investi- 
gation.

Macmillan, who headed the party 
and who returned to New York jast 
hight after an absence of more than 
four years. They do not take to 
clasical music but they do like rag- 
time and their favorite selection is 
a _Hawalian melody, Macmillan said. 
He added that they were learning 
the two-step. 

While the Eskimos do not believe 
in war and think the warring na- 
tions are “running amuck,” the ex- 
plorer explained that they are op- 
posed to anything autocratic. When 
they think the chief man of their 
tribe is assuming too much power; 
they hold a coywncil and oust him 
with a harpoon. They have the 
socialistic theory that what belongs 
to one man belongs to all. 

Their marriage customs are some- 
what curious, Mr. Macmillan said. 
Children of 8 years have their part- 
ners selected for them and they 
marry when the girl is able to chew 
the sealskin sole of a shoe. Fre- 
quently the men exchange wives for 
varying periods. The wives some- 
times object, but it does them no 


good.

OF KAISER AS ILLEGAL. 


American Bar Association Discusses 
Proposed New Statutes.

The 
committee which prepared the re- 
port disapproved the suggestion that 
candidates be required to serve one 
year in a law office after being 
graduated from an approved law 
school. The suggested rules provide 
that the candidate at the time of his

“While we are at war,” he said, 
“we are not in revolution. We are

(BY DIRECT DISPATCH. } 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Sept. 5.—An official 


dispatch to the Russian Embassy 
today stated that the Baltic fleet is 
preparing to meet an expected naval 
attack by the Germans, and that the 
battle is likely to take place in the 
vicinity of Kronstadt, the formid- 
able. fortress port of Petrograd. 

The dispatch also states that the 
battle probably will be in the open. 
The Russian fleet will be assisted by 
the powerful land fortifications of 
Kronstadt and also by a considerable 
number of submarines. 

The Embassy was informed that 
Riga, the great base of the Russian 
fleet, was evacuated quietly by the 
civilian pepulation three weeks ago, 
the operation being conducted so 
secretly that it was completed some 
time before the Germans were 
aware that it had been decided up- 
on. It was not until after heavy 
detonations of explosions, caused by 
the blowing up of the fortifications 
by the Russians, that the Germans 
discovered the city had been evacu- 
ated and then moved forward.

ENSCHEDE (Netherlands) Aug. 
10.—-The Dutch cotton-spinning and 
weaving industry is greatly dis- 
quieted by the threatened reduction 
of Britain's cotton exports to Hel- 
land by two-thirds, and a deputa- 
tion is being sent to London, to per- 
suade the authorities to revoke or 
modify the decision.

ING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 5.—Gen. Pershing 
has arrived at his field headquar- 
ters, where his staff had preceded 
him several days, and where the 
French government had turned over 
quarters for the Americans’ occu- 
pancy. The transformation in the 
picturesque French town has been 
most remarkable. Up to three 
weeks ago American uniforms had 
been seen but once or twice and 
the passing of the American auto- 
mobile through the place was the 
signal for great excitement among 


the people. Today khaki wag the 
predominant color on the streets, 
with here and there a touch of white 
and blue—costumes of American 
nurses who have taken over a French 
hospital and are caring for French 
patients pending the activity of the 
American forces. 

French and American sentries 
‘guard all approaches to the town 
and no one is allowed to enter with- 
out proper passes. American flags 
mingle with the French tri-color 
from scores of flagstaffs on both pub- 
lic and private bulldings. 

Various divisional and corps 
schools for the instruction of officers 
are being organized and class work 
will begin within a short time. These 
echools are patterned after both the 
‘instruction 
camps, and special] instructors will 
be brought from both these fronts 
to lecture upon the modern phases 
of warfare. The instruction will in- 
clude artillery, aviation and in- 
fantry tactics, machine gun, trench 
mortar, rifle and grenade fire and 
trench fighting. including night pa- 
trol work between the lines. Ameri- 
can officers also will be instructed 
in the latest methods of fighting 
from shel! holes and on new theories 
of counter-attacks., 


POLITICAL FREEDOM 
CAUSE OF INSANITY. 


FP. FOREIGN CORREMPONDENCE } 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 15.—The 
Russian revolution has uced a 
mental disease which is character- 
ized by Prof. P. J, Rosenbach, presi- 
dent of the Association of Psychia- 
trists, as “mass psychosis,” In other 
words, the birth of political free- 
dom has been driving many per- 
sons insane. 

It is a mistake to assume that 
war makes sane men mad, accord- 
ing to Prof. Rosenbach, who says 
that during the war he hag treated 
between 6000 and 7000 insane sol- 
diers, but that In no case did he 
discover that the victim's mental 
affliction had been caused by war 
horrors or privations. 

During the first month of the 
revolution the rate of morbidity 
from mental] disease rose to an as- 
tonishing extent. Prof. Rosen- 
bach inquired tnto the victims’ an- 
tecedents and found, he says, that 
these men and women had been en- 
tirely normal and that they did not 
come from tainted families. He as- 
cribes their sudden inganity to the 
sudden and drastic changes in Rus- 
sian political, social and intellec- 
tual life. One of the symptoms of 
“mass psychosis,” he says, ‘“in- 
fatuation with committees, delega- 
tions and demonstrations.” 

Similar phenomena were observed 
during the French revolution after 
the war of 1870-'71, Prof. Rosen- 
bach observes. 


LODGE HAS FAITH

Expect Early Completion of State 
Highway Paving Between Santa 
Barbara and Gaviota. 


+ CORRESPONDENCE 
SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 5.— 


Work its being rushed for the early | 


completion of the State highway 
paving between Santa Barbara and 
Gaviota, the strip now under con- 
tract being nineteen miles in length. 
With its completion the highway 
paving will have practically been 
finished through Santa Barbara 
county, with the exception of two 
stretches now being graded. The 
State Highway Commission is also

IWOMEN’S HELP 
WILL WIN WAR. 


Food Commission Member 
Says Economy is Necessary. 


Allies Look to this Country 
for Bulk of Supplies. 


Half Portions for Meals will 
Solve Problem. 


“If the housewives of the United 
States co-operate 
Hoover and the Food Commission 
they will win the war!” 
This statement was made yester- 
day before a representative audience 
of Southern California women, by 
Ralph Merritt, Pacific Coast member 
of the Hoover Food Commission, at 
the headquarters of the State Coun- 
cil of Defense. | 
“The Food Commission expects 
the housewives of the United States 
to economize during the coming 
year to the extent of saving enough 


at the same time equalize our ex- 
ports so that we can feed our own 
army and our allies,” says Mr. Mer- 
ritt. 

“It is essential that we ship wheat, 
beef and dairy products to Europe,” 
he continued, “because those are the 
most concentrated forms of food. 
Furthermore they are the kind of 
foods that the people of Europe have 
been accustomed to eating. 

“In the midst of the war it is im- 
possible for the people of Europe to 
reconstruct their appetites. They 
are accustomed to wheat, beef and 
milk, and that ts what they must 
have. We must feed the Allies with- 
out starving our own people.” 

Mr. Merritt says that he sees lit- 
tle hope of lowering the cost of pro- 
ducing butter, milk and eggs. 

He claims that the cost of milk 
and cream at present is, in one way, 
due to the fact that for three years 
there have been

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AWFUL AFTERMATH. 

The most terrible and most lasting 
effect of the ruthlessness of Germany's war- 
fare is the accumulating store of hatred 
created in those who have suffered and 
those who have witnessed the brutalities of 
the Prussians. The maiming, mistreating, 
torturing and killing of innocent noncom- 
batants; the cruelties practiced upon pris- 
oners; the destruction of relief vessels and 
of relief supplies; the dishonoring of their 
own dead—all of these horrors are making 
an indelible stamp upon the very souls of 
the French and Belgian people, are planting 
a deep, ineradicable hatred in the minds 
of the soldiers of every nation that goes 
out against the Germans—a hatred which 
inspires to vindictiveness and to invincible- 
ness. 

The air raids into England, which have 
resulted in the slaughter mostly of women 
and children, are responsible for a growing 
tempest of rage in that country. After the 
dropping of bombs in the East End, in 
Lontion, when many little children were 
killed: when, as one instance, a smal! cot- 
tage was made the target of a bomb, which 
killed father, mother and five little chil- 
dren—a mob of four or five thousand infu- 
riated women tried to reach two Germans. 
Only prompt action of the police prevented 


these maddened charwomen from mobbing 
and murdering a couple whose only offense 
was a German name. Me 

All classes of English have been aroused 
by these attacks—the protesters, the half- 
hearted, even the pacifists, who see for 
themselves helpless children torn, mutilat- 
ed, dead through explosives dropped from 
a clear sky upon defenseless heads, become 
bitter, implacable enemies, demanding not 
only victory for the Allies, but destruction, 
annihilation of the spirit that fathers such 
atrocities. 

The complete destruction of the Hohen- 
zollern government and the establishment 
of democratic rule, as advocated by Presi- 
dent Wilson, peace—world peace, perma- 
nent peace—as demanded by the most ar- 
dent idealists, cannot wipe out the/memory 
of what has been. The great volume of 
condemnation and hatred, the great horror 
of the Germanic spirit, as expressed in this 
war, will leave a worldwide and a century- 
long distrust of German kultur. 

Long after the war is ended, long after 
diplomatic relations are resumed, commer 
cial and social relations restored, the peo- 
ple of the warring nations will nurse the 
hatred bred today. The German nation 
must reap the harvest of hate sown by the. 
merciless hands of a desperate and dying

ABOR UNIONS AND PATRIOTISM. 

It was gratifying to see Labor Day 
come and go quietly in Los Angeles. No 
doubt the precautionary meastres taken in 
San Francisco had something to do with 
the peaceful conduct. of the strikers there. 


one of those. “red lessons” 
posed by Gompers to teach the American 
people what a power-— Prussian-like pow- 
er—is his confederation of labor unions. 

But fortunately workingmen are not so 
stupid as the walking delegates and union 
potentates would wish them to be. The 
great tie-up planned for Los Angeles has 

materialized. The local situation is 
not so serious as it recently appeared; and 
despite the rhetorical exhortations of their 
yawpers the local unions are reluctant to 
throw up their jobs and make trouble over 
grievances largely imaginary. 

This is a great disappointment to those 
who handle strike funds; and significant 
enough it is those who handle strike funds 
that are the most assiduous agitators. The 
agitators assigned to Los Angeles had 
planned to reap a good harvest and inci- 
dentally to show this open-shop city just 
what trouble the unions could make. They 


bet wrong and are out of soap. 


Conditions, both I8cally and nationally, 
have changed somewhat during the past 
few years. A great many members of the 
unions hold their cards, not because they 
have any particular sympathy with the or- 
ganization, but because they wish to earn 
a living at their trade without the risk of 
getting their heads laid open with a gas 
pipe. The rank and file of the unions are 
hard-working, honest fellows who do not 
want to strike unless the provocation is 
real and the chance for arbitration remote. 
But the potentates, the Gompers, Tveit- 
moes, Moyers, Haywoods and all the other 
rascals that find profit and prestige in 
strikes—these sedulously agiiate, give false 
information and make faithless promises; 
often working up a strike that is pulled off 
and maintained with the bludgeon. These 
scoundrels and traitors have done their 
worst to embarrass the nation while it is 
at war. They have planned for national 
strikes and have succeeded in calling many 
strikes in mine fields and in various other 
industries. If the truth were known it 
would probably be found that the Kaiser's 
gold has had something to do with this 
effort to create industrial trouble, while 
at the same time the traitors have endeav- 
ored to coerce al] union members into keep- 
ing out of the army and navy. 3 

That their success has not been great is 
due not to the intervention of the govern- 
ment, which under the present administra- 
tion seems itncomprehensibly timid about 
treating Gompers as traitors should be 
treated, but to the Innate Americanism of 
union members themselves. There are 
many union members who think it out- 
rageous that strikes should be called to 
interfere with industries necessary to 
American victory; and their lack of enthu- 
siasm for Gompers’s boasted national strike 
has done much to suppress labor troubles, 
although anybody knows that strikes are al- 
ready handicapping the work of the nation. 
But it is nothing like what it would be if all 
union members. were so red-eyed and rad- 
ieal, so sheep-like, as Gompers and his ilk 
would have them. 

And it is, extremely gratifying at this 
time to see the numbers of union members 
who have volunteered for military serv- 
ice. Such patriotism is not only discour- 
aged, but practically forbidden by union 
regulations, and is greatly reprobated by 
the union potentates. For the same rea- 
son that they wish for strikes they wish 
for war; it offers an excellent opportunity 
to blackmall industries and bully the gov- 
ernment, and perhaps get thirty pieces of 
silver from the enemy. But the union 
bosses do not want union members to go 
into the army. Not much. For each union- 
ite that enlists weakens the membership

unions have not contributed any- 
thing like their proportionate quota, 
enough members of the unions have 
voluntarily taken up the rifle al- 
ready to indicate that when it comes 
to a choice between the Gompers 
Federation of Labor and their coun- 
try, the rank and file of the unions 
will not be lacking in patriotism.
